Intelligence from Panama confirms 
the newe of the capture of Acapulco, Mexi- 
co, by General Alvarez, who had placed the 
civil offices in the hands of Lerdo's ad- 
herents. Tho Diaz fleet of gunboats bad 
begun a bombardment, in tho hope of recap- 
turing the city. 


The Boston politicians have been greatly 


disturbed over Collector Simmons ever since 
his appointment which they tried so earnestly 
to prevent. Their present effort to have 
him removed from tho position assigned him 
by President Grant is likely to prove, also, 
a signal failure. It is not the policy of 
President Hayes to remove a mnn from office 
simply because ho belongs to one wing or 
tho other of the republican party in those 
states where local issues have been made up. 
It is admitted on all hands that Collector 
Simmons is honest and efficient; that by his 
attention to business ho has removed uu- 
nieroris existing abuses, and reformed the 
service generally. Ho has boon, nnd is, in 
every respect a model collector, and his re- 
moval at tho dictation of men who have no 
other objection to him, confessedly, than 
that ho is not of their sot, would bo tho vio- 
lation of tho first principles of civil service 
reform such as tho president is understood 
to promise, and such as tho people demand. 
It is reported from Washington that tho 
Boflton oollaijtor will bo rocjuirijd untlor tUo 
present rules to refrain from participation 
in political contests, and that ho will in turn 
require all under him to do the same. Tho 
custom house will bo henceforth a non-parti- 
san affair and Mr. Simmons will continue at 
its hoad. This ought to bo satisfactory to 
all parties, for it eliminates tho political ele- 
ment and gives Boston tho best conducted 
custom house in tho country. Wo congrat- 
ulate tho president on his noble stand in 
this case wherein ho vindicates civil service 
reform and maintains at tho same time tho 
efficiency of tho service itself.

reRiilationR, ae fixed by Bcction 8, chapter 7(1 of thi 
General Statutes, Is n lino not GicGMllng three hun- 
dred dollars, or Imprisonment not oxreodlncoi 
year. 


Tho flrat soctfon of (he same chapter provided that 


any pornon who shall knowingly expooo a horno or 
other animal having any Infectious orcontngfousdlH- 
Bftae to other liorBOfl or animals not Infected with mich 
disease, Rhall bo fined not IOBH than ono hundred dol- 
larH, nor more than five hnudred dollarn. 


Section 7 provides that any peraon who shall Rell 


or offer to sell any Jiorpe or other domestic animal 
.known to him to bo infected with any contagions 
dlflcaso, shall be fined not morn than ono thausantl 
dollarfl, or bo Imprisoned not exceeding two yoara, 
or both, nt the discretion of tho court.
